CRISFIELD OYSTERMEN 


With Raiding An Oyster. Plantation. 
Justico Could Not Be Enforced. 


A mob of several hundred oystermen 
and their sympathizers took possession 
of Orisfield Wednesday in behalf of 
Ralph Nelson. charged with pirating, 
or raiding the oyster plantation of the 
‘Tangier Packing Company, in Tangier 
sound, Somerset county. 

Nelson, it is charged, has been de- 
fying the law for some time, aided by 
his friends in great numbers. Finally 
he was arrested at the theatre in Oris- 
fleld and held fora hearing, whigh be- 
gan Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock 
in an opera hovse, secured to hold the 
crowd, and continued until 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, when the prisoner was 
pronounced guilty after a trial before 
Jutsice G. W. Kenneriy. 

Then the most dramatio and exciting 
performance aver witnessed in any 
Maryland theatre occurred and justice 
was thrown tothe winds. The mob 
howled for the lynching of the Jus- 
tice, and he, feeling that his life was 
in danger, drew his pistol and backed 
into a corner of the stage. The Sher- 
iff and his deputies drew their guus 
and rallied to his support. The mob 
resoued the prisoner and hustled him 
off in triumph. But they were not 
yet done with the Justice. They 
turned the tables on him, and instead 
of his sending Nelson to jail so guard- 
ed the opera-house courtroom that he 
could not get out, though he tried a 
back window. 


Sheriff Is Powerless. 


On the part of the mob their de- 
monstrations were very violent. As 
soon as the justice announced his ver- 
diot there was a rush for him in 
which the prisoner was taken away 
from the law officers and several per- 
sons were injured. The Sheriff did 
not dare to attempt a recapture. The 
friends of the Justice persuaded him 
to revoke his just verdict. founded on 
direct testimonv to the effect that 
Nelson had raided the private planting 
grounds of the Tangier Company, the 
agents of which had warned him off 
the plantation. 

Juatice Kennedy was held a prison- 
er by the mob for the good part of an 
hour before he weakened. Then the 
mob would not at first believe the 
truth, but the Justice emphasized the 
revocation of sentence by declaring he 
would never try another oyster case, 
so it is supposed he will go out of com- 
mission as & neoesary consequence. 

Nelson, the acoused and his friends 
paraded the streeta triumphantly. The 
mob held the town, declaring that 
there shall be no planting of oysters 
and threatening to raid and tear up 
those that already exist in these wat- 


ers. 
Tries To Calm Mob. 


Hon. James E. Ellegood was re- 
tained as counsel for Nelson. and when 
the mob made she rush for the Justice 
did all in his power to calm the ex- 
citement and prevent violence. In 
this he suoceeded to the extent that 
no violenoe was done, but the mob 
could not be deterred from their pur- 
pose of downing law and justice as 
they were represented by Justice Ken- 
nerly, State's Attorney Henry J. 
Waters represented the prosecution. 


Preliminary Incidents. 


Ralph Nelson, son of Lorenzo Nel- 
son, one of the oystermen obarged 
with unlawfully taking oysters from 
the private planting grounds of the 
Tangier Packing Company, of Criasleld 
situated at the mouth of the Little An- 
nemessex river, wastiied Wednesday 
on charge before Justice 8. W. Kenner- 
ly. Nelson, with a large party of friends 
and oystermen, resisted and defled the 
Sheriff and his deputies when the 
officers went to Nelson's home to ar- 
rest him on this charge. On that oo- 
casion shotguns, rifles and revolvers 
were brought out by Nelson's frienda 
and the officers were compelled to re- 
turn to Orisfleld without their prison- 


Arrested At A Play. 


Monday night. thinking tho affair 
had blowh over, Nelson grew bold and 
came into town to witness a perform- 
ance in the Orisfield Grand Opera 
House. During the play he was sur- 
rounded by friends. Deputy Sheriff 
William A. Sterling went alone and 
arrested Nelson,- taking him to the 
Crisfleld jail. As soon as the arrest 
became generally known a large num- 
ber of sympathizers surrounded the 
jail and tried to force an entranoe, 
but Deputy Bheriff Sterling apd two 
town constables stood guard at the jail 
all night and the attempt was frus- 
trated. 

Nelson was kept in jail until Tuos- 
day afternoon at four o'olock, when he 
was arraigned before Justice 8. W. 
Konnerly for a hearing. Whon the 
court was called the prisoner re gin 
wp tothe bar and requested that in 
the absence of oounsel the hearing be 
postponed until Thursday at 10 oclook. 
This was nooeded to and the justice 
released the “prisoner under bond to 
appear for trial this morning.

in jail several hundred oystermen 
crowded the streets, and gathering in 
groups, discussed the arrest with much 
feeling. When Nelson was taken be- 
fore the Justice for the preliminary 
hearing the people overcrowded the 
courtroom. Mutterings were heard on 
every side and threats were openly de- 
elared that if the prisoner was not re- 
leased he would be liberated by his 
friends by force. 

Thursday morning State's Attorney 
H. J. Waters, of Princess Ánne, rep- 
resented the State; Hon. James E. El- 
legood, of Balisbury, represented the 
prisoner. As the Justice's offive was 
too small to acoommodate spectators, 
the Pythian Opera House was turned 
into a courtroom, and then began a 
trial which Orisfield will remember 
for years. 


Pirating Proved. 


The Tangier Packing Company pro- 
duced evidence showing that the pris- 
oner had willfully and unlawfully 
taken grounds of the company which 
had been surveyed and recorded. Mem- 
bers of the firm were called to the 
stand and all testified with hesitancy 
to the guilt of the accused. 

The oysterman's friends produced 
evidence to the effect that the Tangier 
Packing Company did not keep their 
stakes up and made the plea that it 
was impossible to know when or not 
the oystermen were on the private 
grounds, On the other hand it was 
shown that Nelson was told to leave 
the planting beds by the planters aud 
he refused to do so. 

“It is estimated that 2,000 persons, 
nearly all oystermeu friends of and 
sympathizers with the prisoner, were 
present at the hearing. All the time 
during the hearing threats of violence 
were made if the prisonér was not re- 
leased. 


Throats Against Planters. 


During the rush at the Opera house 
at the trial, when the mob made for 
the Justice, a namber of persons were 
hurt. Prof, .W. R. Hill was knooked 
through a window and his leg severely 
injured. Other persons were out and 
injured. Never in the history of Oris- 
field has such excitment and riot pro- 
vailed. Women fainted and ohildren 
wept and the town was in a perfect 
uproar. This is the third time Nelson 
has been arrested on the same charge. 
Tho oystermen olaimed that plantiug 
shall not prevail in Bomerset. 


M. E. Church. Abstract From Dis- 
course Of Rey. Dr. Smith. 


“O magnify the Lord with me and let us 

exalt His name together." Psalms 31:3. 

“It is a beautiful custom which the 
devout people in the majority of the 
churches of Salisbury have instituted 
and observed without intermission for 
many years. On Thanksgiving Day 
five denominations most heartily and 
delightfully combine to hold religious 
services. The last word of the text 
comes firat to my mind, together, not 
separately, not in clause, but togeth- 
er. As one who has had the privilege 
of attending six successive Thanks- 
giving services, I bear testimony to 
the pleasure and profit derived there- 
from. The fraternal relation of the 
respective churches of Salisbury is 
something for which we should be 
grateful. As Christians, members and 
adherents of the churches we should 
come as closely together as the condi- 
tions confronting us and the interests 
of humanity make imperative. It isa 
matter of hope and congratulation that 
Christians in the various divisions 
of the great militant ohurch are com- 
ing closer together. There i4 more of 
mutual recognition and there is likely 
to be more of co-operation. The flag 
in the hands of other standard bearers 
is emblazoned with the oross. We 
are all very much alike, 

"A great convention was recently 
held in the oity of New York. It was 
composed of 600 delegates, represent- 
ing 80 denominations and 18 millions 
communicants, The dominant thought 
in this convention was church Union 
orat least federation. Such a oon- 
vention was not possible until 1905. 

As citizens it is well for us to be 
together, but some that were with us 
last year are not with us today. One 
is'oonspicnous by his absence. We 
miss the face of Dr. Reigart. We 
sympathize with him in his affliction. 
I saw him two days ago. He was 
very cheerful. He would have me to 
tell you that he [has many things to 
be thankful for. The kindness of his 
people touches him deeply. 

‘There are some who are attending 
a Thanksgiving service up yonder, of 
which this is only a figure or shadow. 
We may ait down by the side of those 
that have suffered bereavement dur- 
ing the last year. Your bodies are 
here, but you cannot help letting 
your minds wander elsewhere, to the 
sick room, the onoe févered brow, 
the emaciated forin, the funeral ser- 
vice, the silent tomb, hut God is 
good. 

But while together, we should be 
oognizant of the faot that another 
brighter and greater is here. The 
Psalmist cries out of a grateful heart. 
O magnify the Lord with ime and let 
us exalt his name together. He isthe 
Maker of Heaven and earth. It is em- 
inently fitting that the distinguished 
President of this anparalled republic 
should designate a day of Thanksgiv- 
ing and call upon the people to ob- 
serve it and that the Governors of the 
respective states should follow his 
example. 

This service will not be to us what 
it ought to be unless we spend the 
golden momenta under the impression 
that the Lord of the whole earth is 
here. Sacha thought is everawing 
and elevating. 

We should be led to magnify the 
Lord upon the oonsideration, of the 
great and good things which He does 
or causes to bedone. There are won- 
ders which the Lord does independent- 
ly of man. The contemplation of 
God's marvelous works in building the 
mountains and soooping the oceans, 
in lighting a sun, or planting a star, 
or flashing a meteor, or swinging a 
constellation, should lead the thought- 
fal soul to magnify (he Lord. I see 
no reason why we may not consider 
some of the things which have take" 
place before our eyes. 

It was a beautiful sight to see so 
many little children taking packages 
to the Aged People's Home. The 
Jackson Memorial Hospital began its 
humanitarian work in 1905. here 
are men and women and children liv- 
ing today who would not be living 
if the hospital had not been erected. 
The generations to come will rise up 
and call the founder and donor bless- 
ed. The gentlemen who are leaders 
in political affairs have done some- 
thing this year for which we thank 
God and give them due praise. You 
entered into a solemn COmpact, which 
was conscientiously kept, that the 
electorate should ba unpurchased. You 
never did auoblerdeed. Your actfon 
deserves heralding from shore to 
shore. 

The wave of civio righteousness 
which has rolled over some states as 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio is 
matter for Thanksgiving. I have nev- 
er been more hopeful for the country. 
The termination of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war is oause for thanksgiving. 
If America had had no hand in bring- 
ing the belligerenta together, wo should 
give thanks to God. Bat America 
furnished the environment and our 
President led ing for the ne- 
gotiations The tour of President

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GOVERNOR JACKSON 


dency Of Senate, Speakership And 
Political Situation. 


*'I have not seen anyone except Gov- 
renor Brown,’’ said former Governor 
Jackson in Baltimore, Wednesday 
when asked about matters political, 
"who called upon me this morning, 
and hence am not posted as to what is : 
going on.’’ 

“There is much speculation as to 
the presidency ot the Senate,’’ the 
Governor was told. ''Have you any 
choice for this position?"’ 

“I have not given the matter any 
conrideration.'’ was the reply. ''But 
I will say this; ‘I believe General Seth 
has had the necessary experience. and, 
without disparaging the ability or the 
claims of any other senator, the Tal- 
bot senator would, in my opinion, be 
an ideal presiding officer. I have not 
heard from General Seth and do not 
know his wishes, and my opinion is 
not influenced by the friendship be- 
tween us. It is claimed that General 
Seth is'a new senator and should 
therefore give way to those who have ' 
seen more service in the Senate. This 
may operate against him, but a pre- 
cedent might be cited in the case of 
Spencer Jones, who was chosen presid- 
ing officer during his first term. 

Senator Moore is a candidate, was 
suggested to the Governor. 

"So I understand he replied. ''I 
have no feeling against Senator Moore, 
and if he is the choice of the senators, 
his election would be agreeable to me. 
I am influenced entirely by the fitness 
of General Seth in advising his elec- 
tion. When he was speaker of the 
House he made an excellent presiding 
officer. '' 

"What of the House speakership?' 
was next asked. 

"Iknow nothing abont the mem- 
bers of that body. said the Governor, 
and am, therefore, not in position to 
offer a suggestion. The speaker 
should, in my judgement be a capable 
and conscientious man. 


Advocates A Simple Ballot. 


‘There has been some talk of ballot 
legislation, ventured the Herald map, 
“Havo you any changes to suggest?” 

"I believe"? said the Governor, 
'‘ something should be done to simplify 
voting. There are altogether too many 
ballots thrown out, and as a rule, 
these are cast by intelligent people. 
Let us have a ballot that all can vote. 
1f a man wants to vote a straight tiok- 
et, it should be possible for him to do 
so, and on the other hand, it should 
be made possible for him to vote a 
split ticket if he so desires. I want 
every man to vote who is entitled to 
the right of franchise, particularly 
every white man. There should be no 
objection to a change in the law giv- 
ing the judges more discretion and 
allowing them to be governed by the 
intent of the voter. In my county the 
demoorats suffered every bit as much 
as the republicans when ballots were 
rejected. 

“Another improvement, and one I 
intend to suggest to our supervisors, 
is to have the ledge in the booth made 
lower and deeper, so as to permit a 
voter spreading his ballot. There 
should also be more light. I am very

Baltimore Oyster Famine. 


Wo observe that some of the geueral 
press of the country is getting into 
seasonable hamor by finding various 
fanits with oysters. It is reported 
that there is almost an oyster famine 
in Baltimore and we believe this is 
based upon the fact that fine quality 
oysters are somewhat higher on the 
plate than iu other years. Reports 
from the oystermen down the Bay 
however are to the effect that pros- 
pects are good, and the general con- 
dition of the oyster is fine Complaints 
are being made in the west of preser- 
vative, such as formaldehyde and 
boracio acid nre being used to keep the 
oysters fresh. Indiana anthorities 
have begun many anits in Indianapolis 
but it is not made clear as to when 
these oysters came or whether they 
were so preserved st tho shipping 
point. With the increase! population 
of the United States, oysters are again 
coming greatly into demand, and cap- 
ital is being pnshed into their culti- 
vationat many pointe. —The Trade, 
Baltimora, Md.

Blend this with the yolk of araw egg 
tben after selecting very large fresh 
oysters draining and wiping them dry 
on a cloth slit each one with a sharp 
knife noarly through and fill with 
the force meat, return the oysters to 
their shells, oover with fine crumbs, 
dot with bita of butter and bake till 
brown, serve hot.

Digging Up Treasure On Nanticoke’s 
Banks. 


Sharptown, Md., November 26.—A 
recent deposit of $500 in gold of a coin- 
Age prior to 1860 and ofa large sum 
of silver of a coinage of over 100 years 
ago and suspicions excavations pear 
here have led to the belief that buried 
treasure has been found. These de- 
posits were made by twomen. An- 
other man has spent a great des! of 
silver in the local stores. This silver 
is bright and new and was coined over 
50 years ago. 

It is not believed that this gold and 
silver were hoarded. The conviction 
is general that two or three diggers, 
following up old clues, have found 
treasure troves. 

At an old landmark two miles from 
town, known as ''Eny Mill,'’ where 
buildings more than a century old 
were torn down recently, money was 
found buried beneath the hearth of 
one of the chimneys; but the finder 
refuser to tell the smount he found. 
This was once the home of n wealthy 
merchant, farmer and vessel owner, 
whose buried treasures were supposed 
to have been large. On his death bed 
lie made an effort to locate the hiding 
place to his wife and childron but hia 
strength failed and he died withont 
leaving tho alightest cluo of their ex- 
act location. 

Excavations were frequently seen as 
in former years, ou small islands, 
hills or laudings along the rivers and 
under large trees or other special or 
peculiar places. Tha digging was 
done under the cover of night and 
with great seorecy. Just preceding 
and during the war much money was 
buried tbat has never boen found, and 
the supposed places of deposits have 
been brought down by tradition. 
Banks then were few, and in many 
sections did not exist, and when banka 
were near by, farmers and those not 
famillar with business methods vlew- 
ed them with suspicion, 

For several years money digging 
has apparently heen abandoned in this 
section, bat forat least a year the 
work has been going on clandestine- 
ly with great activity, and evidences 
of the work. Ata lonely and diamal 
old wharf on Cod Creek, just above 
this town, known as ''Jakes Land- 
ing,'" a large excavation has been 
made. At Twiford's old wharf, on 
the Nanticoke River, where the earlv 
settlements of the town were made 
and where the first store was built by 
a man named Dean, search has been 
made and much digging has been dono 
in and around the large cellar. [t is 
a building of stone, brick and timber 
and haa long since gone to ruin. Inter- 
esting stories of Dean's buried bags of 
gold and silver have been handed down 
from generation to generation. —Cor- 
respondent Baltimore American.

In anefent times cities were in- 
variably surrounded with walls and 
battlements, for protection and de- 
fence. Constructed of earth, or 
brick, or stone those walls resisted 
the battering rams and scaling lad- 
ders of invading armies, and de- 
fended the inhabitants in the time 
of war. - Such was Jericho, besieged 
and captured by Joshua: - Babylon, 

en with strategy by Darius, and 

rusalem, overthrown by Nebnchad- 
héztar with assgult and famine. 

These great generals are noted for 
their ability to tear down and de- 
spoll. Nehemiah, on the contrary, 
stands forth upon the pages of his- 
tory as the builder, tho architect, 
the military governor par excellence. 
He was both a soldier and a civil en- 
gineer, he could handle a sword and 
wield a trowel, he could direct mill- 
tary tactics and superintend stone 
masons, he conld fight Horonite, 
Ammonite and Arabian, and he 
could manage a plumb line so that 
his stone wall would rise without 
the variation of a hair from the per- 
pendicular. 

Nehemiah ‘ts an example worthy 
of all imftation. Tho coat of arms of 
every earnest man is a sword 
and a trowel. Character building 
is no holiday task. It is hindered 
and opposed from the time the first 
course in the foundation is laid un- 
t1 the capstone is holsted to its 
place. The descendants of Sanballat 
fhe Horonite, and Tobiah the Am- 
monite, and Geshem the Arabian, 
who attempt to hinder the work by 
ridicule, bribery and open oppos!- 
tion are a great host. Nothing will 
do for them but the sword. They 
have no object in life but to destroy 
every good work, and they are be- 
yond the pale of reason. Nothing 
but a display of arms, and the 
exercise of eternal vigilnace will 
keep them at a proper distance. 

The man who builds a spiritual 
Jerusalem soon discovers that there 
are some things in this world that 
deserve no treatment but the sword. 
They ean neither be reformed nor 
improved. They are incorrigible 
enemies of righteousness and must 
be exterminated. 

“Bure I must fight if I would reign. 

Increase my courage, Lord." 

Nehemiah never would have be- 

ceme famous as a builder if he had 
not first been famous as a soldier 
whoee keen edged sword was more 
than a match for the vile machina- 
tions of his enemies. The time may 
come wheh all the hindrances to the 
world's progress can be removed by 
arbitration, but up to this hour civ- 
flizatfon has advanced with the 
sword in one hand and the trowel in 
the other. He who takes a position 
must be prepared to defend it, for 
the obstruetionists, critics, and foes 
to every advance movement are in 
large a Wority. 
But the trowel is the complement 
of the sword. To be a fighter only 
is as anomalous as to be a builder 
only. A full developed man is 
constructive as well as destructive. 
He knows how to bulld up as well as 
tear down, A man who is always 
attacking things and firing broad- 
sides at the existing conditions is a 
nuisance. What the world needs is 
men who can do things to make the 
world better, safer, more beautiful. 
If the Japanese do not improve the 
situation in the East so far as the 
inhabitants are concerned of the con- 
quered countries, their military 
‘Prowess will be of no account. 

Nehemiah put a wall around 
Jerusalem that was so perfectly con- 
structed, so massively bullit, so 
mathemstically true, so high and 
deep and broad that it lasted 500 
years, and successfully resisted the 
battering rams of the Roman le- 
gions after the timo of the advent of 
Christ. 

Those walls endured because 
erected according to the plumb line 
of truth. In these days character 
ballders seem to have the impres- 
sion that mathematical rules are too 
etrict. They would have the Tables 
of Stone a little aslant. The Lean- 
ing Tower of Pisa, rather than 
Bunker Hill monument is the pat- 
tern. To be a littió erratic, some- 
what heterodox, having a reputa- 
tion for libera] mindedness—that is 
the spirit of the age. Nevertheless 
no stone wall constructed on anti- 
orthodox rules has stood the test of 


"time and no character whose fount- 


dations, superstructure and cap- 
stone are not blasted out of the 
quarries of immortal truth can af- 
ford perfect protection for the soul 
inhrbitant, The sword and the 
trowel are indispensable implements 
in the hands of the builders. 
hemiah found a good many 
people in his day who were woll- 
wishers professedly, but who for va- 
rlons reasons could not be per- 
suaded to take hold and work. 
Bullding stone wall is rough and 
common toll, and it was much easier 
to stand aro&nd and ask why it was 
not done some other way than to 
take hold and lift. The fact is the 
lifters, in all ages are scarce. As 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox puts it:

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HOW TO SWEEP CARPETS. 


Belect a Good Broom ind Use Short, 
Strokes. 


Quick, Snappy 
Each stroke should swing from ' 


right to left, and at such an angle 
that you do not sweep directly from 
you nor at your left foot, but in an 
easy, comfortable position -so` the 
broom passes lightly kad firmly over 
the-nap and cleanses it without dig- 
ging tnto the pile, making any stroke 
dificult and often raising a cloud of. 
dust. 

Occasionally reverse the ‘direction 
of ‘the strokes, making them from 
left to right, to give the armà'a rest 
and prevent the broom frem wearing 
down on onè side.

Oiled Roads of California. 

“The oiling of roads was begun in 
1902, and there are now about 170 miles 
in use. The results have been, on the 
whole, highly satisfactory” says Goud 
Roads There was much to learn con- 
cerning the action of the oll on the 
many varfeties of soil found in the 
country, but the knowledge and exper- 
lence acquired by the roadmaking off- 
cials warrant them in the stand they 
have taken that henceforth oll will be 
used on all roads where water can noc 
be obtalned at a nominal cost. In the 
first stages of the experimenting with 
oll sprinkling, there were objections 
by some people to this method of im- 
proving the highway, because of the 
fact that when the oll was first applied 
it rendered the road disagreeable tc 
travel on, and had a tendency to soll 
vehicles and clothing. „This, however, 
proved to only a temporary trouble as 
a few days, when the oll had heen 
properly worked In and the surface 
smoothed and packed by thorough roll- 
ing. sufficed to harden the surface and 
keep it clean.

WHISKY DESTROYING INDIANA 


e 
Decision. of thes United Statcs Court 
Seals the Winnebagocs’ Doom. 


When the United States court, In a 
recént decision, declared that any in- 
dian who had received his aiiotinent of 
land could purchase all the Whisky he 
wanted. it sounded the death knell of 
the Winnebago Indian tribe, in easiern 
Nebraska, on the Missouri river. Al- 
ready besotted and degraded by lax 
morals, and cursed with an unquencha- 
ble taste for intoxicants, the Winne- 
bagoes and Omahas were fast going the 
pace which led them further into de- 
bauchery; but the decision of the court, 
by which the saloons are practically 
thrown open to them, will, in the opin- 
lon of epus ci familiar with the In- 
dinns, accelerate their descent and will, 
in a few years, lead to the extermina- 
tion of the entire natlon. 

The Winnebagoes and the Omahas 
were the early friends of the pioneers 
of tbe trans-Missouri country, and al- 
ways assisted their white allies in the 
wars with the Sioux and Cheyennes. 


‘For years they were the most powerful 


tribes, with the exception of the Sidlix, 
in the west, and they absorbed more 
clvil.zation than any of the other 
iribes, 

But along with the good of civiliza- 
'lon, the Winnebagoes and Omahas also 
Acquired a taste for whisky, until any 
meter of the tribe would sell his very 
soul for & bottle of "forty rod;" the 
weauer the whisky the better the 
Winnebagoes liked it. And this state 
has descended, with Increased strength, 
to the present day Indian. 

Years ago, before the love of whisky 
became a tribal vice witn the Indians, 


the Winnebagoes and Omahas were the ; 


most progressive tribes in the weet. 
When their lands were divided into 
farms and allotted to them, each man 
receiving a deed to his property, these 
iribes (or rather tribe, for the Winne- 
roes and Omahas early consolidated 
uto one tribe) were well to do and 
vere pointed to by the Indians’ Rights 
Association as an example of what 
vould be done with the red man by 
‘Ind treatment, 

Bat when the Indians began to re- 
ele money for their farm products, 
he “bcut-leggers” recognized their har- 
est was ripening and small saloons 


sprung up all around the reserve. It! 


was un;iwiul to seil an Indian whis- 
ky, but the profits were large and the 
emp.ation great. The Indlang got the 
wh..ky and the "bootleggers" became 
wealthy. 

*oon the profits of the whisky were 
not enough for the "bootlegger" and 
different schemes were resorted to In 
order to increase his profits. Indians 
weie plied with whisky and while un- 
der its Influence, gottea to sign orders 
on the [ndlan agent for cash due thein; 
they were Induced to sign deeda to 
their lands; Immense bills of machin- 
ery, groceries, dry goods, etc., at fabu- 
lous prices, were sold the Intoxicated 
savage, unt the tribe was almost des- 
"tute. 

Altogether, the Winnebagoes and Om- 


aha had reached a stage of degenera- | 


tlun rarely found in any people. And 
then came the order of the United 
states supreme court that any Indian 
who has received his allotment of lind 
can purchase all the whisky he wants, 
if he can pay for it. Practical students 
of the Indian agree with Supt. Wilson 
when he says: “It means the utter au- 
alhilation of the tribe."

THE FIRST PRINCIPLES.

The first rule, which has very ap- 


Propriately been called "the golden f’ 


rule of beekeeping,” Is that you must 
keep your colonies strong at all tímes, 
if you wish to get a good crup. .«ecp 
this In view always and work for it. 

The second thought or rule, and one 
very closely related to the above 1s In 
relation to the queen. A good pro- 
liie young queen is necessary at all 
times. You should see to it that-your 
queens do not outgrow thelr useful- 
ness, a queen over two years old, as a 
rule, becomes unprofitable; as the 
queen is the life of the colony, it is 
very essential that this matter be con- 
sidered very carefully. 

The hive is a very important mat- 
ter. There have been many differ- 
ent hives put on the market, but after 
all has been said the Langstroth hive 
and frame gives the best satisfaction 
and results of any In this climate. 

Here are the points to consider in a 
hive: First, ‘success in wintering; 
second, amount of cpmb honey obtain- 
ed; third, ease and speed of manipu- 
lation. L. L. Longstroth, the father of 
lation. L. L, Langstroth, the fathe of 
solving all these points, or at lenst 
the first two, successfully. His lois 
on these two points are the best 
known today. His hive has been 
changed slightly to secure the third, 
80 that his hive, all things considered 
gives the best results of any hive in 
use today. Each manufacturer has 
some pet hobby or theory to catch the 
fancy; but for safety in wintering ad 
results give me the Langworth hive 


; adapted for pound sections. 


A common mistake with beginners 
Is to think that they can improve the 
standard hives. Don't try it. If you 
want to make your own hives, send 
to some factory and get a sample mve 
all nailed and fitted up*and make your 
hives exactly like it. Each piece and 
space has been carefully thought out 
and tested and means something.— 
Indiana Farmer. 


Metal Envelopes For Eggs. 

Metal envelopes to protect eggs 
from being broken by the hen engaged 
In.the task of sitting on them to hatch 
out chickens were among the curious 
exhibits at the World's fair. They 
were made of two sectlons of members 
Joined, which constitute the transverse 
center, one portion overlapping the 
other, the two locked by a contriv- 
ance known as a bayonet joint. The 
parts are perforated to permit the 
circulation of alr, and also to allow 
the heat from the hen's body to reach 
the eggs. When the hatching time 


approaches the envelopes are remov- 
ed. 


Advantage of Movable Hives. 
Bees in boxes or other hlves where 
they have been left to their own cap- 
rices and have built thelr combs cioss- 
wise, diagonally or in a varie t 
zigzag courses are entirely out of the 
owner's control, Sooner or later they 
become filled with old comb, always 
containing much beebread and likely 
to be successfully attached by web- 
worms. A noticeable feature of these 
old hives is the swarming propensity 
of the colonies. If it Is worth while 
to have bees at all place them in mov- 
able comb hives so that they may be 

kept under control.—Farm & Field. 


Honey in General Lee's Statue. 

Hundreds of pounds of honey hnve 
been found in the great equestrian 
statue of General Robert E. Lee at 
Richmond, Virginia. Both the horse 
and the rider are hollow and It ap- 
pears that for two years bees have 
been golng Jn and out at the parted 
lips and nostrils of General Lee and 
his steed. There is no way of getting 
inside the statue without damaging 
it and the bees will be left alone in 
their iron home. 


German Asparagus Culture. 

An account is given of German 
methods of growing asparagus in the 
region of Baden. It appears that the 
roots are planted 4-5 ft. apart in rows 
about the same distance apart. Stable 
manure is used in preference to com- 
mercial fertilizers and the ground 
kept mounded up around each hil! 
10 to 14 in. high. A fair crop is se- 
cured about the fourth year, but the 
field Is at its best from 8 to 12 years 
after planting. 


Weak Colonies Detrimental. 

Most bee keepers now agree that it 
is a mistake to unite weak colonies in 
the spring. The theory that two or 
more weak colonies put together will 
Make one good strong one looka v 
reasonable, but It does not work ín 
practice. Weak colonies can be united 
to advantage In the fall but not in the 
spring. They must have a queen and 
plenty to eat.—Farm & Field. 


Planting Strawberries. 

Strawberry planta ordered from the 
nursery  grower generally come 
bunched in lots of twenty-five anJ 
fifty. If upon arrival the ground i» 
all ready for setting, tuese may h^ 
opened as fast as required for plant- 
ing, seeing to it that the roots are 
kept wet and the leaves not allowe! 
to wilt or dry out. When broug*: 
out to sun and wind prior and ín pro- 
«ess of setting, keep the plants cov- 
ered with a piece of old wet carpet 
or gunny sacking. Keep each varletv 
carefully by itself. Especially should 
the choice be of staminate and plstil.: 
late varieties. 
in alternate rows, that the former 
may fertilize the latter. This method 
of planting is in general use with the 
large growers, as they get better re- 
tults than by the use of the stamin- 
ate varieties alone, but ror the limits 
of the farm strawberry bed we would 
advise the use of the staminate vari- 
eties only, as on the whole more sat. 
is factory For the sake of reference 
and future satisfaction, let the labels 
be carefully preserved and a stake or 
stakes driven down, marking the lim

brushed with glue and fitted to tts 
mate. A skiliful girl is able, by one 
swift movement of her fingers, to 
ween 15 of 20 leads Into their sock:

In the latter case they are car- 
ried one at a time through smal! co} 
oring vaty and discharged through an 
aperture of the caliber of the pencil 
and deposited in a alowly moving dry 
belt which carries them a sufictent 
distance, about 20 feet, to allow them 
to dry. They are then gathered from 
tbe. receptacle {nto which they are 
deposited and the process is repeated 
—often ten or more times, according 
to the quality of finish desired, Ode 
shaped pencils, such, as hexagons, 
Nats, eto., are colored by the old pro- 
cess, hy being suspended by their 
ends from frames and immersed in 
coolring vats, then slowly withdrawn 
by machine. This gives a smooth 
enamel finish,

SALISBURY WANTS GAS. 


kThiere-is- undoubtedly -n véry strony 
sentiment in Salisbury in favor of the 
Council granting n gas franchise to 
some of the various companies apply- 
ing forit. That better service will be 
received from the electric light Com- 


pany as the result of active op- 


position is eertaiti; And the tendenes 
would certainly not beto increase the 
cost of lighting. That the franchise 
is a valuable one is demcnstrated by 
the fact that all of the parties asking 
for it are willing to pay liberally for 
the privilege. Our Council should go 
Over the different proposit ons and take 
the one that offers most for the city 
and at the same time protects the con- 
sumers of gas. There have been ru- 
mors that some of the parties applying 
for the franchise were acting tor the 
Electric Light Company. While there 
is not. much credence given to these 
rumors, yet it will be well for the 
Council to investigate and sec that the 
franchise is put in the hands of those 
who will give us competition and Lot 
a one power monopoly. The citizens 
of Salisbury would beat the merey of 
any company that controlled both 
franchises. What we want is genuine 
competition and uot a sham. The 
Council is entirely right in demanding 
that the parties give a bond large 
enough to guaruntee the building of 
n plant by whoever obtains the right. 
One of the most important things to 
be considered is the price that the gas 
is to be furnished for. The city of Cam- 
bridge uses, it 18 understood, abont 
six nnd one half million feet. On the 
basis of six million feet, a difference 
of 5 cents per thousand would 
mean $300 a year. If a company would 
agree to pay the city $3008 year and 
fix the price of gas at $1.25 per thous- 
and, then this would not be any better 
proposition than furnishing it at $1.20 
and pay the city nothing for the priv- 
ilege. It is well to bear in mind that 
whatever the company agrees to pay 
the city that this amount will eventn- 
ally have to come out of the pockets 
of the citizens of Salisbury who use 
the gas. In our judgement the coun- 
cil should giva the franchise to the 
party that meets most satisfactorily 
the following conditions; First, com- 
petition: Second, a xatistactory bond 
«for the building of a plant; ‘Third, 
the best terms to the consumers of 
AS Fourth, the payment for the 
franchise tothe city.

A housewife noted for the excellence 
of her cuisine gave the following for- 
mulas: 

Bake large,,mealy potatoes in their 
skins until nearly done. Take from 
the oven and cut a slice from the top. 
leaving the skin on one side to form a 
sort of hinge; with a fork pull out the 
underdone heart, and fill the hollow 
thus made with a tiny shaving of 
smoked bacon peppered and rolled 
tightly. Close the potato and put back 
in the oven to finish cooking. 

For Cheese Souffie—Pour two cups 
of hot milk over two cups of soft 
bread crumbs; add a cup Of grated 
cheese and three beaten eggs; bake as 
an omelet (this will make two), and 
when one side is done set it in the 
oven until brown. A much longer 
time is required in the cooking than 
for the ordinary omelet. It should 
puff to a thickness of at least two 
inches and be of a uniform golden 
brown. 

An odd but especially delicious ome- 
let is made by mixing six eggs, beaten, 
two teaspoonfula of melted butter, two 
of grated cheese, salt and pepper, with 
taragon, chives, and parsley chopped 
fine. Put butter the size of a walnut 
In a pan and cook as an ordinary om- 
elet, or finish in the oven as for a 
'ouffle. 

For curried eggs, cut pne appie and 
one onion in thio rings and fry a gol- 
den brown in butter; eift-into thia a 
dessert spoonful each of curry pow- 
der and flour, and dilute with half a 
pint of water; lay in four hard boiled 
eggs. shelled and quartered. Serve in 
wall of bolled rice.

War .Grows More Expensive |: 


But Fewer Are Are Slaughtered 
HAS BECOME A SCIENCE 


Battle of Waterioo Was One of the 
Bloodiest Contests of the Century 
—One English King Prevented 
from Waging War Because He 
Was Over $2,000,000 in Debt. 


It costs far more to kill an. in 
modern than it did in ancient warfare, 
According to the best authorities. of 
Russia und Japan, the öntet recently 
ended involved a total cost of $1,500,- 
000,000. Of this the Russliis suffered 
a loss approximately $1,000,uv0,UQU aud 
the Japanese $500,000,000. The Russiag 
casualties amounted to 400,000 and the 
Japanese to 200,000 men, says the New 
York Tribune. 

It may be estimated, therefore. that 
every man who fell on either side in the 
recent struggle for suprémacy in the 
far east represented an expenditure of 
$2.500. It cost $1,225 to vanquish one 
Russian, and Russia had to spend $5,- 
000 to overwhelm one Japanese. 

Although more money is spent today 
in war than in olden times, yet fewer 
are killed. The great guna of modern 
invention, costing thousands of dollars 
to construct and hundreds of dollars to 
fire, and the battleships, representing 
expenditures of from $3,000,000 to $5.- 
000,000 each, are less destructive to hu- 
man life than the spears and arrows of 
the ancients. At the same time that 
men have devised more powertul en- 
gines of warfare, they have gone still 
further in inventing more nearly in- 
vulnerable methads of defense. 

Some of the great battles and wars 
of the last ceatury seemed  bloodier 
than they actually were in comparison. 
The battle of Waterloo was one of the 
bloodiest of the contests of the century 
Of those who fought under Wellington 
and Napoleon in this battle, 35.8 per 
cent gave up tueir lives or were wound- 
ed. The battle of Leipsic ranked next, 
with 25 per cent of casualties. On the 
field of Gettysburg the percentage was 
20.6. Judging. by percentages. the bat- 
tle of Moukden in the recent war was 
bloodler than any of these. [ts per- 
centage of casualties was 36.3. Taking 
some of the recent wars as a whole, the 
percentages bave been: American civil 
war, 6.4; Franco-Prussian war, 10.7; 
Boer war, 19. 

A comparison of the cost of providing 
a gun and firing it, as it has grown 
within the last century, gives a good 
Impression as to tbe increase in the 
cost of warfare. It is said that in the 
time of the war for the overthrow of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, when solid shot 
were used, a 32-pound ball coat only 
five shillings, or $1.26. At the time of 
the Crimean war, in the 50's, these had 
been replaced by 32-pound shells. The 
shells cost, ready filled for firing. $5. 
The charge of powder and wadding cost 
$3 more. A 68-pound shell, powder, 
etc., cost $9.50. The cannons weigbed 
from three to five tons, apd cost from 
$325 to $475 each. A 12-inch gun, an 
inches larger than the great howitzers 
used by the Japanese at Port Arthur, 
costs the United States government 
$11.000. It weighs from 54 to 60 tons, 
and each time it 1s fired the treasury 
1s mulcted of $440, or the cost of a can- 
non less than 50 years ago. 

That war relatively cost less in the 
middle ages than today ia indicated by 
the fact that one English king was pre- 
Vented from goling to war because he 
was a debtor for $2,500,000 and could 
borrow no wore. 

Two or three venturies ago it was 
discovered that money for warfare 
could be secured more easily and in 
larger quantities by bonding the nation 
for it and taxing the people to pay the 
Interest. Wars began to cost more. In 
less than 300 years, Great Britain has 
spent on warfare $6,795,000,000. The 
evolution of 1688 coat $155,000.000; the 
War of the Spanish Succession, $220,- 
000,000; the Spanish war, $325,000,000; 
the Seven Years' War, $535,000,000; the 
American War of Revolution, $725,000,- 
000; the war of the French fevolutian, 
$2.360,000,00; the war againat Napoleon; 
$2.930,000,00,. The Boer war cost Great 
Britain in cash more than $800,000,000. 

It is estimated that the wars of the 
nineteenth century cost the world $17,- 
922,000,000. 

The debta.of the chief nations of the 
earth aggregate more than $34,000,000,- 
000. It is believed that three-rourths 
of this sum was swallowed up in war- 
fare and preparations for it. Nearly all 
the sum represented by the debts of 
Great Britain, France and Germany 
was spent for warfare. These countries 
Are spending annually in interest on 
thelr debts nearly $390,000,000.
